NOTTING Hill Carnival chiefs 
have sent a stark message to 
the criminals, louts and yobs 
who are wrecking London’s 
biggest street festival - “we will 
eradicate you”. 

As controversy raged over the 
15 stabbings, more than 40 as¬ 
saults on police and 454 ar¬ 
rests that marred this year’s 
Carnival, organisers have 
pledged to get tough and run 
the troublemakers out of Not- 
ting Hill. 

Lewis Benn, trustee director 
of the Notting Hill Carnival 
Trust, has promised to work 
with the Met to see off the 
louts and rowdies 

The agreement for a root and 
branch assessment for in¬ 
creased security and better fa¬ 
cilities at Carnival, which will 
involve London Mayor Sadiq 


Khan, Westminster and Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea councils, the 
Carnival trust and the Met and 
other emergency services, came 
after the chairman of the 
Metropolitan Police Federation 
called for a full scale review 
after 43 police officers were in¬ 
jured at this year’s event. 

Ken Marsh spoke out over 
fears over safety as eight police 
officers were hospitalised fol¬ 
lowing clashes with trouble¬ 
makers. 

He said police officers “dread” 
working at the annual event 
and that the many millions of 
pounds spent policing the Car¬ 
nival should come under severe 
scrutiny as the violence contin¬ 
ued. 

“Enough is enough,” said Mr 
Marsh. “This is not a peaceful 
and fun-loving event that our 
members look forward to polic¬ 
ing. They dread it.”

Diana devotees 
will never forget

DEVOTED royalists last week 
paid their respects to Princess 
Diana by holding a vigil out¬ 
side Kensington Palace on the 
anniversary of her death 19 
years ago. 

The People’s Princess was 
killed in a car crash in Paris on 
August 31 in 1997, and dozens 
of mourners laid flowers at the 
gates of Kensington Palace in 
her memory on Wednesday. 

One group of ten mourners 
who were outside the palace 
since 5:30am set up a small 
shrine to Princess Diana with 
pictures, union flags, flowers 
and messages. 

Diana fan, Julie Cain, 53, 


travelled all the way from New¬ 
castle, said: “I arrived and got 
here about 12.30am and then 
we all arrived here at about 
5:30am to set up the flowers 
and flags. 

“I have always had an affinity 
with the Royal Family and 
Princess Diana.At one point in 
around 1994 or 1995 I was liv¬ 
ing in homeless women’s refuge 
and Diana came and paid a few 
private visits. 

“I always remember one funny 
incident, when we weren’t al¬ 
lowed to smoke for two hours 
before her visit, so by the time 
she turned up we were all sit¬ 
ting desperate for a cigarette.

She started with £320. Now she runs 
her own company - and a newspaper

A YOUNG Latvian student who 
came to London in 2002 with just 
£320 to her name is now the boss 
of one of Europe’s biggest money- 
transfer companies - and she’s 
bought herself a newspaper. 

Gita Petkevica has built such a 
success of her company Opal 
Transfer that she now has more 
than 500,000 customers in more 
than 40 countries and financial 
branches from Shepherd’s Bush 
to Stratford. 

But getting to the top has been 
a lot of hard work for the banking 
student who moved to London to 
help improve her English. 

“Although £320 represented a 
big saving in Latvia, I soon dis¬ 
covered that it was not going to 
go very far here,” said Gita, 
speaking from her home in Pim¬ 
lico. 

“I quickly found myself a room 
for a rent of £70 and knew that I 
had to get a job fast. It was a mas¬ 
sive stress at the time, but I 
started working in a hotel mak¬ 
ing all of the guests’ breakfasts 
and as that would be done by 
noon I had the rest of the day free 
to find a better job and the 
evenings to continue studying for 
my Masters.” 

Although Gita was surprised 
that the degree she had achieved 
in Latvia was not recognised in 
the UK, her entrepreneurial 
spirit led her to spot an opening 
in the money markets. 

“I started working in the money 
transfer business, I had experi¬ 
ence of that from Latvia, but after 
a little while I realised that I 
could do this better and faster 
and I saw an opportunity in the 
Eastern European markets, so I 
set up on my own and established 
Opal Transfer,” she said. 

But it wasn’t a case of going 
straight to the boardroom that 
she now runs. 

“At the beginning, although I 
was the managing director I was 
also the cashier and the cleaner, 
I had no staff and I had to do ev¬ 
erything myself, I could not de¬ 
pend on anyone. I couldn’t even 
afford to be ill,” she said. “Now I 
have 25 staff here and in Latvia 
and most of them are multi-lin¬ 
gual.” 

Opal Transfer enables people to 
send money all across Europe ei¬ 
ther online, through their phone,

via one of Gita’s call centres or at 
one of her high street money 
shops. 

“Business is booming,” she hap¬ 
pily admitted. “We are expanding 
all of the time. We’re already op¬ 
erating in 28 countries directly 
and another 15 indirectly 
through an intermediary. 

“Now I am looking to expand 
even further but I am very care¬ 
ful. I take the whole problem of 
money laundering very serious, 
so although I am currently look¬ 
ing at expanding to Africa I don’t 
want to jump into anything be¬ 
cause the issue of money laun¬ 
dering there is a high risk. But 
already business is very good, we 
have about 200,000 customers 
who are sending money and 
around another 350,000 who are 


using our service to receive it.” 

Besides getting to the top of the 
financial sector, Gita has also 
moved into the newspaper busi¬ 
ness. She set up the free newspa¬ 
per Angliya to help London’s 
growing East European commu¬ 
nity. 

“We have a circulation of 
around 25,000 a week for the 
printed edition and another 
200,000 readers online. 

“It’s been a big success al¬ 
though I only started it up in the 
first place because a lot of my 
customers at Opal were always 
asking me if I had anything to 
read,” said Gita. 

“But one of the purposes of the 
paper is to help the East Euro¬ 
pean community integrate into 
England, to assist them with 
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learning more about English cul¬ 
ture, it’s a way of building bridges 
and helping to educate people. I 
feel it’s very important for me to 
give something back to the com¬ 
munity.” 

Gita said that the recent Brexit 
vote shocked her and other mem¬ 
bers of the East European com¬ 
munity in London. 

“I found that very frustrating at 
first. Initially we were shocked 
that Britain seemed to be so keen 
on limiting migration. 

“Ever since I have been in 
Britain I have always worked 
hard and have never claimed any 
benefits and I worried ‘am I not 
wanted in this country?’ That 
would be a shame because Britain 
is such an amazing country and it 
is so easy to start a business here. 

“I suppose the worst thing about 
Brexit is the uncertainty that it 
has caused, it makes you wonder 
should you reinvest, it’s left quite 
a lot of questioning of what to do.” 

But with the Opal Transfer busi¬ 
ness thriving all across Europe, 
the future is looking bright for 
Gita - whose tip for success is to 
keep your ears open. 

“The secret of my success is lis¬ 
tening to clients,” she said. “You 
need to be in a position where you 
can be useful and to do something 
better for them, and to do it con¬ 
sistently. 

“So I stay as close to my clients 
as I can, to keep the connection. I 
always talk to the Uber drivers to 
listen out for what is missing in 
their lives. Somebody with a 
problem that I can help sort out is 
a potential client.”

100 days 

THE new Mayor of London, 
Sadiq Khan, has made a 
good show of listening but 
now needs to prepare to 
move up a gear in terms of 
delivery, says London Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce and Indus¬ 
try (LOCI). 

The capital's most repre¬ 
sentative business group is 
pleased to have helped the 
Mayor take some major steps 
forward most notably the re¬ 
convening of the London Fi¬ 
nance Commission to update 
its 2013 report on funding 
London as well as the estab¬ 
lishment of a working group 
to examine the case for more 
devolution to City Hall. 

LCCI also noted that Mayor 
Khan has taken a progres¬ 
sive approach towards sev¬ 
eral issues it has long 
campaigned on such as new 
river crossings in East Lon¬ 
don and the idea of a London 
Visa which Sadiq called "in¬ 
teresting"*. 

Mayor Khan also commis¬ 
sioned ordered the Harris Re¬ 
view into London's 
emergency preparedness 
around the same time that a 
new LCCI report found more 
than half of London's blue 
light emergency service 
workers were living outside 
the capital impacting on their 
response to major incidents. 

Chief Executive of LCCI, 
Colin Stanbridge said: "By 
and large we've been 
pleased with the Mayor's first 
few months in office and they 
have been broadly positive 
but we need to be convinced 
that he is not just paying lip 
service to the requests and 
needs of businesses. 

"He is championing London, 
and engaging with ourselves 
and other business organisa¬ 
tions which is vital for the suc¬ 
cess of London's economy. 
However questions still re¬ 
main in some areas, most no¬ 
ticeably in the area of airport 
expansion where although 
the Mayor has lifted objec¬ 
tions blocking the expansion 
of London City Airport, and 
endorsed a second runway at 
Gatwick this is ahead of a 
second runway at Heathrow 
which LCCI believes should 
come first. 

"Post referendum we are 
facing many new challenges 
and a lot of uncertainty and it 
is vital that we consult each 
other to ensure the best out¬ 
come for London"

Council clears 
up 200 tonnes of 
carnival rubbish 


AROUND 200 tonnes of rubbish 
was cleared from the streets of 
Notting Hill over two days follow¬ 
ing this year’s Carnival - the 
equivalent weight of 15 Routemas- 
ter buses. 

The clean-up operation by West¬ 
minster City Council, in partner¬ 
ship with Veolia, got under way 
within minutes of the close of the 
street festival; as a team of street 
cleaners, refuse staff and waste 
managers along with a huge fleet 
of vehicles led the clean-up each 
night. 

There were 170 people per night 
working into the early hours of 
Monday and Tuesday in an oper¬ 
ation involving 60 vehicles (in¬ 
cluding refuse trucks and 
mechanical sweepers). The team 
also used a large motorway vehi¬ 
cle to wash down the roads. 

The clean-up lasted 3 hours on 


Sunday night 
and 4 hours 
on Bank Holi¬ 
day Monday, 
and finished 
at 2am on 
Tuesday 30 
August. 

Councillor 
Melvyn Ca- 
plan (pictured), Cabinet Member 
for City Management, said: “We 
are proud to support the Notting 
Hill Carnival, and provide such 
an efficient clean-up service to get 
the streets tidy after one of Eu¬ 
rope’s biggest street parties. 

“Through the hard work and 
commitment of the council and 
Veolia’s clean-up staff you would¬ 
n’t know that such a huge event 
had taken place. I know residents 
and visitors appreciate these ef¬ 
forts to get the neighbourhood 


back to normal.” 

Vincent Masseri, Veolia's Senior 
Contract Manager, said: "The Not¬ 
ting Hill Carnival is such a fantas¬ 
tic event for the capital and I 
would like to thank everyone who 
was involved in ensuring the 
clean-up went smoothly. The recy¬ 
clable materials collected by the 
Veolia Westminster team have 
been sent for processing and the 
remaining waste will be con¬ 
verted to green energy - generat¬ 
ing approximately 97,200kWh of 
electricity." 

The rubbish collected will be 
converted into green electricity 
and heat, creating enough energy 
to power 60,000 hot showers or 
travel the entire length of the Dis¬ 
trict line on the London.

“And when she arrived she 
asked what’s wrong, and we said 
‘dying for a smoke ma’am’ and she 
just looked and she said ‘ma’am? 
No, my names Diana please call 
me Diana’, and I said ‘sorry 
ma’am’. 

“And there was a glare when she 
was unhappy with somebody, and 
I just said ‘we’re ‘dying for a 
smoke’, and she said ‘have one’ 
and I said ‘we’re not allowed on 
until after your visit’. 

“Then she said ‘No, this is your 
home not mine. Could I have some 
ashtrays please’. It just shows 
down to earth she was. 

“She didn’t care we were home¬ 
less at the time, we could have 
been anyone to her, and I think 
the fact she treated everybody the 
same regardless of their position 
in society, that meant so much. 

“It had a huge impact on me. 
You could have been a king or 
queen, it didn’t matter to her. To 
her, you were a person regardless 
of your status. She treated every¬ 
body with the same respect. 

“I made a vow 19 years ago that 
I would come here to at least try 
and keep her memory alive and if 
we don’t do it then no-one would. 
I think some people want it to be 
laid to rest, but I don’t think that 
should happen. 

“I think her legacy can be 
summed up in two words and that 
is William and Harry. She would 
be so proud of the way those two 
boys have matured into such kind, 
caring, sympathetic and under¬ 
standing young men. She would 
have been and unbelievable 
grandmother and she really 
should be here to enjoy spending 
time with them.” 

Retired chef John Loughrey, 61, 
also known as the Diana Super¬ 
fan, was outside the gates since 
5.30am. 

He said: “I have been here every 

year for 19 years. It means an 


awful lot to all of us here because 
of the sad circumstances of how 
she passed and we’re here to sup¬ 
port her sons, her wonderful 
grandchildren to show we really 
care. 

“She did so much for us when 
she was alive, and we want to do 
something for her while we’re 
alive and keep her legacy alive. 
I’m so glad the sun is shining 
down on her today. What’s really 
nice for us is having all the 
tourists coming up to us and shar¬ 
ing their memories of Diana and 
remember her in their own way. 

“We all believe her memory will 
live on through her sons and 
grandchildren. When I heard the 
news about Diana’s death I re¬ 
member my partner and I both 
broke down, it was so devastating. 

“I remember from when I first 
saw her she had the most wonder¬ 
ful smile, a shining, caring smile. 
She gave her heart to everyone 
and she wasn’t afraid of touching 
for people and she touched so 
many. 

“She just had a great aura about 


her where ever she went. I 
thinkshe changed the monarchy 
for every and if it wasn’t for her it 
wouldn’t be as respected and loved 
as it is now. 

“She would so proud of her boys 
now. Words can’t describe how she 
would feel about them. They are 
continuing her legacy with their 
charity work.” 

The group of Royal fans have al¬ 
ready started planning next year’s 
20 th anniversary and they hope to 
hold an all night vigil. 

Yadi Mitchell, 67, placed a small 
bouquet of flowers, said: “I used to 
live nearby years ago and I would 
see her in the park with her boys. 

“She had the amazing ability to 
make people feel better. She was 
so special to so many people and 
had a wonderful personality. I 
make sure I come back every year 
to say a little prayer for her. 

“I think she would be a very 
proud mother, especially to see 
the fine men her boys have be¬ 
come. I’m sure they have made 
her very proud. It makes me tear¬ 
ful every time I see them.” 


Film icon’s flat 
on the market 
for £750,000

AN apartment in the former Kensington 
home of Sir Alfred Hitchcock has been put 

on the market for - 

£750,000. 

The legendary film 
director lived at the 
address on 
Cromwell Road 
from 1926 until 



1939. 

It was while living 
at the address he 
helped write the 
script for The 39 
Steps, regarded by 
many critics as one 
of the greatest 
British films. 

Hitchcock became 
a big name and, in 
1939, made the 
move to Hollywood 
where he went on 
to be one of the 
world's most suc¬ 
cessful film direc¬ 
tors. 

The top floor flat, 
described as "excep¬ 
tionally bright", has 
two bedrooms, a 
kitchen, bathroom, 
separate toilet, 
large living room 
and a roof terrace. It has been put on the 
market with Foxtons for £750,000. 

Robert Swann, sales manager of the Earls 
Court branch of Foxtons, said: "We are very 
excited to represent an apartment within 
this prestigious blue plaque building with 
amazing history. 

"Formerly the home of Alfred Hitchcock 
between 1926-1939, it is affectionately 
known amongst local residents in the area 
as The Hitchcock Building'. 

"Hitchcock was known to have lived there 
before he moved to Hollywood in 1939 - he 
worked on various scripts living in the 
building, most notably on the script for'The 
39 Steps'film. 

"The apartment currently up for sale is a 
wonderful top floor flat with a roof terrace 
that is perfect to enjoy sunny afternoons." 

The 760sq ft flat is just a short walkaway 
from Gloucester Road, Earls Court and High 
Street Kensington tube stations.

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Odeon: the bulldozers move in 


FRIENDS of the Kensington 
Odeon - whose supporters 
number 28,000 residents and 
are believed to include the 
Prince of Wales - are furious 
that preparation to demolish it 
began on Monday, just days be¬ 
fore they could prove to Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea Council 
that the historic building could 
be saved (writes Geoff 
Baker). 

Businessmen working to pre¬ 
serve the much-loved Art Deco 
cinema were to meet this week 
with council chiefs and plan¬ 
ners to introduce them to one 
of their three billionaire back¬ 
ers who would come up with 
the at least £120 million needed 
to buy the site from developers 
and turn it into a new land¬ 
mark arts theatre. 

But on Friday last week they 
were horrified to discover that 
the Odeon on Kensington High 
Street was to be demolished to 
make way for an office block 
and 63 new luxury flats, of 
which 43 will be unaffordable. 

The first that the Friends of 
the Odeon knew about the de¬ 
molition was when a supporter 
sent them a notice put out by 
the developers Minerva to res¬ 
idents living near the cinema 
announcing that the demoli¬ 
tion team would move onto the 
site on Monday. 

Guy Oliver, the leader of the 
group trying to save the his¬ 
toric cinema, told this newspa¬ 
per that he was “****ing livid” 
that the wrecking crew had 
been given the green light just 
days before councillors were 
set to meet the billionaires pre¬ 
pared to fund the rescue plan. 

In an email to supporters, 
headed “the Rotten Borough of 


Kensington and Chelsea”, a 
devastated Mr Oliver 
protested: “Wealthy supporters 
were happy to show their sup¬ 
port and meet the council to 
discuss the objective of making 
the Odeon an asset of commu¬ 
nity value. But, mysteriously, 
before a meeting could take 
place the developer was alerted 
to the Friends of the Kensing¬ 
ton Odeon's support. 

“The end result? On Monday, 
the bulldozers will be going in 
and a piece of Kensington's cul¬ 
tural history will be razed to 
the ground. Those with long 
memories will see parallels 
with the council's demolition 
of the old Town Hall.” 

The Friends have been bat¬ 
tling with the council to win 
the Asset of Community Value 
(ACV) status, which would 
give them a six-month window 
to purchase the site from devel¬ 
opers, which they said they 
could afford because of support 
from three billionaires. 

After a long debate, the coun¬ 
cil agreed that the Friends 
could apply for ACV status. 
Then, days before the deadline 
for the application, the council 
refused it. When the Friends 
protested, they were informed 
in writing by a council officer 
that they could reapply for the 
ACV. 

Key to the application was 
the Friends being able to 
demonstrate to the council that 
they had the financial backing 
to buy the site. But at the 11th 
hour their hopes of doing so 
were dashed by the sudden 
move to demolish the cinema. 

Mr Oliver expressed his opin¬ 
ion of the councillors involved 
in backing the Minerva devel¬ 


opment with words that can¬ 
not be repeated in a family 
newspaper. 

He added: “They knew we 
were setting up this meeting 
with a funder who would prove 
that we had the backing, and 
then this happens. 

“Some 28,000 people sup¬ 
ported saving the Odeon. The 
council is supposed to repre¬ 
sent residents, but they’re not. 

“This move has pre-empted 
everything. It’s not illegal but 
it is certainly immoral.” 

The award of Asset of Com¬ 
munity Value would give Mr 
Oliver’s team six months to 
raise the money to buy the site 
back from developers and ini¬ 
tiate a re-build of the new cen¬ 
tre to be re-named ‘The 
Hitchcock’, in tribute to direc¬ 
tor Alfred Hitchcock who pre¬ 
miered his classic films at the 
Odeon. 

The Hitchock would feature 
two theatres, four cinemas and 
studios for TV and radio pro¬ 
grammes. It would provide 300 
jobs and it would become the 
venue for many star-studded 
movie premieres that are cur¬ 
rently only held in the West 
End. 

The rescue plan is supported 
by Sir Terence Conran, Lord 
Puttnam, Kensington MP Vic¬ 
toria Borwick and many lead¬ 
ing stars, including Benedict 
Cumberbatch, Jeremy Irons, 
Dame Kristin Scott-Thomas 
and Sir Ian McKellen. 

It is understood that the 
Prince of Wales is also among 
those wanting the original 
building to be preserved. 

Minerva claims that the orig¬ 
inal front of the building will 
be preserved. 
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In its letter to residents on 
Friday it said: “Minerva is 
committed to ensuring that 
local residents and stakehold¬ 
ers are kept informed about 
what will be happening 
throughout the redevelop¬ 
ment. With this in mind, we 
are contacting you to let you 
know that we have appointed 
John F Hunt to commence de¬ 
molition of the former Odeon 
building, whilst retaining the 
historic fagade. 

“On the September 5th John 
F Hunt will begin the process 
of the site set up, the works 
are due to be complete by 
summer 2017.” 

Minerva said plans for the 
site included: “63 high-quality 


new homes, including 20 on¬ 
site affordable” and a “modern 
new office block with retail 
units”. 

Minerva also says that the 
new development will in¬ 
clude, “a new, improved cin¬ 
ema with more screens”. 

Mr Oliver expressed doubts 
that the original Art Deco cin¬ 
ema would be entirely pre¬ 
served. 

“If you look at the plans they 
may not retain the fagade. 
There is planning consent not 
the towers, the staircase and 
40 per of the faced not be re¬ 
tained.” 

A response from Kensington 
and Chelsea Council has been 
requested.

I RECENTLY spent some time in the Kensington 
Aldridge Academy. It’s a really fine building and its 
classroom walls are adorned with examples of the 
pupils’ work. From history projects about World War I 
or slavery, to some really excellent artwork it’s clear to 
see that the school is determined to set high standards. 

As our newest secondary school it is yet to experience 
the excitement and tension of exam results day. One 
thing for sure though is that when that day comes the 
school is going to be in some very good company indeed. 
I say this as in the last couple of weeks our schools have 
returned, once again, some fine results at both A level 
and GCSE. 

What was particularly pleasing this year is that the bor¬ 
ough’s schools seemed to have bucked the national trend 
at GCSE and seen English and mathematics results im¬ 
prove on 2015. I read of some exceptional individual per¬ 
formances with pupils gaining 11 and 12 A*s - quite 
remarkable. The results as a whole mean we have some 
very proud pupils, families and teachers. 

There was more fabulous news when the A-level results 
came out. Many young people who have been educated 
in Kensington and Chelsea schools are now bound for 
some of the most prestigious universities in the country 
on the back of great grades and I wish them every success 
in the future. The list of what some pupils are going on 
to read at university is really impressive: History, En¬ 
glish, Civil Engineering, Medicine, Dentistry, Chemistry, 
Artificial Intelligence, Mathematics, Physics, Politics, 
Philosophy and Economics. 

Of course, while the headlines are often grabbed by the 
success stories it is inevitable that for some young people 
the results will not be what they had hoped for and it 
must be very hard to know just what to do when so many 
others are celebrating. My message to anyone who hasn’t 
got the grades they wanted, be it at GCSE or A level, is 
not to give up. The world is full of talented and successful 
people who did not get the results they wanted first time 
round. Sir Winston Churchill did not go to university. I 
would urge any young person in this position to take 
stock, talk to their teachers and families. There are other 
chances and opportunities there to be seized - so do try 
again. 

As the holiday draws to a close and our schools prepare 
to open their doors to the latest group of young people em¬ 
barking on a Royal Borough education, I’d like to thank 
all the heads, teachers, governors and support staff for 
their efforts in ensuring that Kensington and Chelsea is 
one of the very best places in the country to receive a 
state education.

A place for 
peace and 
relaxation 

Westway Trust Chief Executive, 
Angela McConville explains 
what the Trust learnt during 
some recent workshops about 
how Portobello Green is used 

A SHORT while ago we held the latest in an on¬ 
going series of open workshops to have mean¬ 
ingful conversations with local residents and 
visitors about how they feel about parts of the 
Westway estate. Ihis time we were discussing 
Portobello Green, to find out what people liked 
about the Green, how they wanted it to change, 
and to start thinking about what the Green 
might look like in the future. 

Ihe green spaces across the Westway estate 
are an important part of the local area and 
they're constantly growing and improving. Ihe 
wildlife garden, by Westway Sports Centre, re¬ 
cently won the 2016 Brighter Kensington and 
Chelsea award for the best Wildlife Garden in 
the Royal Borough, Maxilla Gardens have re¬ 
cently been reinvigorated by the addition of 
some new beds, and our volunteers and gar¬ 
dening team are always working to create en¬ 
gaging spaces for those who use them. 
Portobello Green, next to the vintage market 
canopy, is one of the most popular of those 
spaces. It hosts numerous local events including 
the wonderful Carnival Pioneers event last 
month, an event that attracted hundreds of 
people and an impromptu performance from 
Paul Weller. Most recently, I'm glad the Green 
was used by visitors to the Notting Hill Carnival, 
not that you would have known it less than 24 
hours later when thelrust's gardening team had 
already carried out the annual clear up. 

We always imagined that enhancing Porto¬ 
bello Green further might be part of any work 
we do around the Portobello Road end of the 
estate. When we spoke to local residents about 
that work we received a clear message that the 
Green was highly-valued. 

Ihe'Iea on the Green'events we organised in 
June, out on the Green itself, asked some initial 
questions, and showed some illustrative draw¬ 
ings and pictures to start a conversation with 
people about how they use the space and what 
they'd like to see there in future. Nearly 90 peo¬ 
ple took part in the three sessions including 
some who volunteer on our adult education 
programmes, and an environmental campaign 
group, as well as residents and visitors. 

What we learnt was that most of the people 
who are interested in the space use it already 
and for many of them Portobello Green is their 
nearest green space, making it a valuable re¬ 
source. Iheir use of the space varies greatly 
though, presenting some interesting challenges 
for the future. Ihe picture we got back was that 
Portobello Green provides peace and relaxation, 
a place for eating lunch and for getting some 
much needed fresh air as well as being a social 
space for children and families. Making sure that 
it remains an urban oasis was a key part of what 
people said they wanted from the Green in fu¬ 
ture with more seating and opportunities for 
wildlife and community gardening popular rec¬ 
ommendations for additions. 

People also told us that they wanted to see 
more community events on the Green so we'll 
be looking at ways to facilitate more events like 
the Carnival Pioneers celebration in future. 
Given the levels of pollution coming from the 
Westway it's unsurprising that the environment 
is a big consideration for people using the space 
and many told us they'd like to see environmen¬ 
tal education features developed in the future. 

We have taken everything we have learnt at 
those sessions and shared it with our landscape 
architects along with some ideas for new fea¬ 
tures for Portobello Green. For example, we 
think that removing the railings along Ihorpe 
Close and adding some stepped seating will 
mean it is a more inviting area for rest and re¬ 
laxation. Similarly, if we open the space within 
the gardens, removing some of the more con¬ 
cealed spaces, this could help tackle misuse of 
the Green and make people more comfortable 
spending time there. We've also asked the ar¬ 
chitects to think about how the stage area ad¬ 
jacent to the canopy might be improved and 
expanded for better local events. 

there are a great many considerations to take 
into account as we seek to make Portobello 
Green accessible to even more people who live 
and work in the area and once we've turned 
what we've heard from people in to plans for 
improvements we will share these with you for 
your feedback. In the meantime I hope people 
continue to make use of all the spaces on the 
estate, including the award-winning wildlife 
garden, and get in touch with us with any com¬ 
ments and ideas. 
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Sadiq reassures French Londoners

LONDON Mayor Sadiq Khan 
has told all 90,000 of the cap¬ 
ital’s French population that 
they will “always be wel¬ 
come”. 

Despite fears that under 
the terms of the Brexit there 
may be new migration con¬ 
trols imposed on workers 
from France, Mayor Khan 
says he is working to ensure 
that they can stay here. 

The Mayor pledged closer 
collaboration with Paris fol¬ 
lowing the EU referendum 
result, when he met Anne Hi¬ 
dalgo, the Mayor of Paris, on 
a visit to the French capital. 

On his first international 
trip as Mayor he said his aim 
was to foster a close working 
relationship between the two 
capitals to help tackle the 
joint challenges they face - 
including boosting post- 
Brexit trade and business op¬ 
portunities, tackling the 
growing problem of air pol¬ 
lution and common security 
issues. 

During a meeting with 
leading French business peo¬ 
ple at Halle Freyssinet, Eu¬ 
rope^ largest new tech start¬ 
up campus that will promote 
London and Paris joint inno¬ 
vation opportunities, the 
Mayor made it clear that he 
is lobbying the Government 
for greater devolution to help 
London continue to work 
closely with the rest of Eu¬ 
rope on business, skills and 
growth sectors, like tech. 

Mayor Khan said: “Lon¬ 
don and Paris are two of the 
greatest commercial and cul¬ 
tural cities in the world and 
we have much to gain from 
working even closer together 



The two Mayors also dis¬ 
cussed their ambitious plans 
for tackling pollution and im¬ 
proving public health as they 
visited the popular pop-up 
‘beach’ at the Paris Plage, an 
artificial beach which runs 
along the river Seine. Mayor 
Hidalgo has been instrumen¬ 
tal in banning traffic along 
nearby roads to enhance the 
enjoyment for pedestrians and 
improve air quality. This is 
one of many measures Paris 
is introducing to tackle pollu¬ 
tion. 

Back here the Mayor is 
overseeing hard-hitting pro¬ 


posals to clean up London’s 
toxic air, which include new 
charges for the most polluting 
vehicles, the expansion of the 
world’s first Ultra-Low Emis¬ 
sion Zone in central London 
and the pedestrinisation of Ox¬ 
ford Street. 

The Mayor was invited to 
Paris by Mayor Hidalgo as a 
special guest of honour to help 
mark the anniversary of the 
liberation of Paris at Hotel de 
Ville, Paris City Hall. Both 
Mayors laid wreaths in re¬ 
membrance of the people that 
died in the Battle of Paris dur¬ 
ing the Second World War.

Increase in assaults on 
capital ambulance staff 


MORE medics in London are 
being physically attacked 
and spat at according to new 
figures released this week. 

A total of 439 physical as¬ 
saults on ambulance staff 
were recorded last year 
(2015/16) - an increase of 14 
per cent from 2014/15 (up 
from 385). 

On average one staff mem¬ 
ber is assaulted each day in 
London and staff working in 
the control room regularly 
experience verbal abuse 
while taking emergency 
calls. 

Paul Woodrow, Director of 
Operations, said: “It‘s abso¬ 
lutely unacceptable that our 
staff are being attacked, or 
verbally abused while trying 
to do their job and care for 
patients. 

“We will do everything in 
our power to encourage staff 
to report these incidents and 
work with the police and 
prosecuting authorities to 
make sure those responsible 
are dealt with through the 
courts. 

“All of our frontline staff 
receive training about what 


to do in a potentially con¬ 
frontational situation and 
are equipped with protective 
clothing to wear. 

“They also have access to 
digital radios so that they 
can call for help if they need 
it and there is an emergency 
button, which automatically 
connects to our control 
room, so police help can be 
requested immediately.” 

Assaults on staff range 
from verbal abuse to physi¬ 
cal attacks and around fifty 
members of staff are spat on 
each year. 

The Service has intro¬ 
duced spit kits this year, 
which means that the police 
can process samples recov¬ 
ered from staff and send 
them for DNA analysis to 
help identify offenders and

bring them to justice. 

Tim Weekes, who was spat 
at by a patient three years 
ago, said: “I’ve been as¬ 
saulted a few times while 
working as a paramedic, but 
one of the most offensive 
times was when a colleague 
and I were spat at while try¬ 
ing to treat a patient at Ham¬ 
mersmith. 

“We reported the incident 
and thankfully the person 
was prosecuted. These spit 
kits are a great idea and 
make it even easier for the 
police prosecute people who 
treat us this way while we’re 
trying to help patients.”

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111810110 fabric’ of home destroyed

A COUPLE and their engi¬ 
neer destroyed a historic 
Grade II listed Georgian 
building despite being or¬ 
dered not to by Westminster 
council. 

The three defendants were 
fined over £93,000 for demol¬ 
ishing the roof and wrecking 
the walls of the “historic fab¬ 
ric” of a Grade II listed build¬ 
ing. 

Mohammad Owadally, 
Seema Khan and chartered 
engineer David Williams took 
off the roof, walls, floors and 
chimney from an 1830’s Geor¬ 
gian building despite being 
told multiple times they 
weren’t allowed to carry out 
the work. 

Owadally and Khan bought 
the property, which is in the 
Bayswater Conservation 
Area in Paddington, for £L5m 
in August 2013, carrying out 
the majority of the work in 
November 2013. 

Westminster City Council 
issued repeated warnings in 
November and December 
2013, but the defendants con¬ 
tinued work on the property, 
adding steel grids and cement 
and risking irreversible dam¬ 
age to the historic brickwork. 

The married pair, who are 
both chartered accountants, 
were found guilty of all four 
charges laid against them - 



of altering the building with¬ 
out consent. 

At Hammersmith Magis¬ 
trates’ Court District Judge 
Jeremy Coleman said that the 
“historic fabric” had been de¬ 
stroyed in the “drastic” oper¬ 
ation, affecting the building’s 
physical stability. 

He added: “These are 
works that should not have 
been carried out at all with¬ 
out permission. 

“They were undertaken in 
spite of a clear order from 
Westminster that all building 
work should stop. 

“That was a clear instruc¬ 
tion, given verbally and in 
writing, which these defen¬ 
dants deliberately flouted. I 
do not believe that they mis¬ 
understood or misinterpreted 
the words used.” 

The claim that Owadally 
and Khan did not know the 
building was listed was 
thrown out by the court after 
it emerged that Williams, 
their chartered structural en¬ 
gineer, had informed them of 
the property’s status. 

They were sentenced on 
July 7 and fined £27,000 each 
for four offences plus costs, 
bringing Owadally’s total fi¬ 
nancial penalty to £42,092 and 
Khan’s to £42,194. 

Williams was found not 
guilty of the first three of¬ 
fences, as Judge Coleman 
said he had sufficient doubt, 
but guilty on the fourth. 


He was fined £4,000, plus 
£5,000 in costs last Thursday, 
with all three having to pay 
a victim surcharge of £120 
each. 

Councillor Peter Freeman, 
Westminster City Council 
Deputy Cabinet Member for 
the Built Environment, said: 
“These individuals showed 
no regard for Westminster 
City Council’s careful stew¬ 
ardship and protection of our 
listed buildings. 

“We work hard to look af¬ 
ter our historic properties, 
which make Westminster 
such a special and treasured 
place. 

“These individuals should 
have known better and these 
fines send a clear message 
that it is not acceptable to 
simply ignore the planning 
rules enforced by local au¬ 
thorities, which are there to 
deliver the right growth.” 

Original timber from the 
property was used by the de¬ 
fendants in an attempt to re¬ 
place the roof, further de¬ 
stroying the fabric of the 
building. 

The property in Star Street 
and is a late Georgian Grade 
II listed building and is made 
up of a basement, ground 
floor and two upper floors. 

During the 1970s the prop¬ 
erty was converted into two 
flats and the property became 
a Grade II listed building in 
April 1975. 
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Mayor joins academics 
to find way forward for 
universites post-Brexit 


LONDON Mayor Sadiq Khan 
has met with leaders of Lon¬ 
don’s higher education insti¬ 
tutions (HEIs) to discuss 
how the capital’s world-lead¬ 
ing universities can con¬ 
tinue to thrive following the 
vote to leave the EU, and to 
reassure them that London 
is more open than ever to top 
international talent, writes 
Geoff Baker. 

The meeting presented an 
opportunity for the Mayor 
and his team, including the 
statutory Deputy Mayor of 
London, Joanne McCartney 
AM, and his Deputy Mayor 
for Business, Rajesh 
Agrawal, to meet key leaders 
from across the sector, bring¬ 
ing them together to ensure 
that London’s top HEIs are 
able to continue to flourish 
and innovate, and that stu¬ 
dents from around the world 
still feel welcome here and 
regard London as a top place 
to study. 

“Sadiq reassured them 
that he recognised the con¬ 
tribution London’s HEIs 
make to the capital’s global 
reputation and competitive¬ 
ness and that the quality of 
research and teaching was a 
major part of attracting the 
world’s most talented stu¬ 
dents,” said the mayor’s 


spokesman. “He said that he 
valued the diversity of HEIs 
in London, including the 
world-class arts and creative 
institutions, which play a 
core part in the capital’s in¬ 
novation ecosystem and cul¬ 
tural life.” 

The Mayor also spoke 
about the opportunities open 
to London’s HEIs of the 
growing international stu¬ 
dent market, stating the im¬ 
portance of a supportive visa 
system which encourages in¬ 
ternational students to work 
in the UK post-graduation. 

He pledged to push the 
Government to ensure that 
the concerns of HEIs are 
properly represented in the 
UK’s negotiations with the 
EU. 

Mayor Khan said: “Lon¬ 
don is the higher education 
capital of the world, with 
more leading universities, 
and international students 
than any other city and I 
want to make sure it stays 
that way. 

“EU students, staff and re¬ 
search partnerships are a 
key part of this. 

“In addition, people who 
come from abroad to study 
in London leave as ambas¬ 
sadors for our city, spread¬ 
ing the message across the 


globe that we are a fantastic 
place to live, work and visit. 

“I’m saying loud and clear 
to the world that London is 
open as the best place to 
study, do business and inno¬ 
vate and a city where all 
Londoners can take advan¬ 
tage of these opportunities. 

“I want all of our interna¬ 
tional students and aca¬ 
demic staff to know that they 
are welcome in London - on 
that front, nothing has 
changed. 

“I value the enormous 
contribution they make to 
our city, and that will not 
change as a result of the EU 
referendum. I’ll work with 
London’s higher education 
institutions to ensure their 
needs are properly under¬ 
stood and reflected as we ne¬ 
gotiate the right settlement 
for our international stu¬ 
dents.”

NOTTING Hill Carnival chiefs 
and the police have united in a 
blunt message to the tiny mi¬ 
nority of hooligans who set out 
to ruin London’s greatest festi¬ 
val - “we will stamp you out”. 

As controversy raged over 
the 15 stabbings, more than 40 
assaults on police and 454 ar¬ 
rests that marred this year’s 
Carnival, organisers have 
pledged to get tough and run the 
troublemakers out of Notting 
Hill. 

Lewis Benn, trustee director 
of the Notting Hill Carnival 
Trust, warned that Carnival- 
wreckers would be “eradicated”. 

The organisers’ promise 
work with the Met to see off the 
louts and rowdies from next 
year’s event came amid de¬ 
mands for Kensington and 
Chelsea Council to increase the 
“pathetic number” of toilets pro¬ 
vided for the more than one mil¬ 
lion revellers who attend 
Europe’s biggest street festival. 

The agreement for a root and 
branch assessment for in¬ 
creased security and better fa¬ 
cilities at Carnival, which will 
involve London Mayor Sadiq 
Khan, Westminster and Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea councils, 
the Carnival trust and the Met 
and other emergency services, 
came after the chairman of the 
Metropolitan Police Federation 
called for a full scale review 
after 43 police officers were in¬ 
jured at this year’s event. 


Ken Marsh spoke out over 
fears over safety as eight police 
officers were hospitalised fol¬ 
lowing clashes with trouble¬ 
makers. 

He said police officers 
“dread” working at the annual 
event and that the many mil¬ 
lions of pounds spent policing 
the Carnival should come under 
severe scrutiny as the violence 
continued. 

“Enough is enough,” said Mr 
Marsh. “This is not a peaceful 
and fun-loving event that our 
members look forward to polic¬ 
ing. They dread it. 

“A seemingly growing num¬ 
ber of people appear intent on 
hijacking this Carnival and 
turning it into a Bank Holiday 
battleground. And an excuse for 
using our members as profes¬ 
sional punchbags. 

“Last year we had an officer 
stabbed. This year colleagues 
were assaulted, abused and spat 
at. Forty three were injured - 
with eight needing hospital 
treatment. How can that be 
right? It’s completely and ut¬ 
terly unacceptable. 

“The Glastonbury music fes¬ 
tival had 40 arrests this year. 
Notting Hill had 10 times that 
amount. 

“Year after year there are 
such high levels of violence 
against police officers and the 
public at the Carnival. And yet 
year after year nothing 
changes. Something needs to be 
done. 

“The organisers need to un¬ 
derstand that this event cannot 


carry on regardless. I think 
many Londoners will wonder 
whether the significant amount 
of taxpayers’ money spent polic¬ 
ing this event is frankly worth 
it.” 

Mr Marsh said the Federa¬ 
tion would be speaking to the 
Commissioner and the Mayor’s 
office about what more can be 
done to safeguard both police of¬ 


ficers and the public at the 
event. 

The Met said that 25 people 
were arrested for assaulting 
police and that more than 454 
people had been arrested 
across the two-days. 

More than 7,000 police offi¬ 
cers worked to maintain order 
in an operation said to have 
cost in the region of £6 to £8 
million. 

London Ambulance service 
said more than 1,000 people 
had been treated over the two 
days of the festival, with 170 of 
the most seriously injured 
taken to hospital. 

Kensington MP Victoria 
Borwick, who spent time with 
officers policing Carnival, said 
she was appalled by the level 
of violence. 

“This is supposed to be a 
carnival, a fun family event, 
but gangs come with the spe¬ 
cific aim of causing crime,” 
she said. “I am not anti-Carni¬ 
val but are we going to carry 
on putting up with this level of 
crime. I feel the Carnival 
should be given more space, in 
wider streets or in a London 
park. 

"We need to move it to some¬ 
where gangs do not chase each 
other through the streets.” 

Lady Borwick spoke out 
after a 15-year-old boy suffered 
serious injuries after being 
stabbed in the stomach. 

“He was slashed with one of 
those zombie knives,” she 
added. “If you take one of those 
out again, your insides come 
with it. 

“I believe he was stitched up 
again but of course he will 
never be the same. You have to 
ask why people are bringing 
zombie knives to a carnival.” 

But Lady Borwick’s pro¬ 
posal that Carnival should be 
moved out of Notting Hill to a 
more-easily policed space such 
as Hyde Park has come under 
attack locally. 

One prominent Kensington 
and Chelsea councillor who 
asked not to be named, re¬ 
acted: “I’m truly appalled at 
her position on Carnival. We 
had five stabbings on Boxing 
Day 2015 and no one has said 
‘we must ban Boxing Day’. 

“Lady Borwick voted for the 
police cuts at the GLA, effec¬ 
tively destroying community 


policing. Mayor Khan has 
found some cash to put back 
into Carnival so we had more 
police, and they were tasked 
with getting drug use and deal¬ 
ing under control, hence the 
rise in arrests. 

“Carnival was actually 
lovely this year but no one 
cares about that. The atmo¬ 
sphere is fantastic. It’s a cele¬ 
bration for the poor and 
dispossessed, on our 
doorsteps, there’s nothing like 
it. You can have a beer at 
home, go out and have a bril¬ 
liant time for nothing. 

“Turning it into a ‘show’ will 
destroy it - which is what Lady 
Borwick wants. Kensington 
and Chelsea Council should 
actually get a lot of credit for 
their support of ‘the second 
biggest arts festival in the 
world’ as a senior councillor 
told me proudly. So Lady Bor¬ 
wick is working against the 
position of the Council.” 

Long-time Carnival-sup¬ 
porter Toby Belson also hit out 
against the critics of Carnival. 

Mr Belson said: “I have had 
the honour and privilege of 
taking part in Carnival for 
many years in many guises - 
on floats, stalls, making cos¬ 
tumes and murals, hosting 
after parties and providing toi¬ 
let facilities, and most impor¬ 
tantly supporting our local 
schools to be on the road for 
Children’s Day. 

“Notting Hill Carnival has 
been disgracefully misrepre¬ 
sented for decades and I feel 
that it is an attack on my cul¬ 
ture and heritage. Are there is¬ 
sues with a unique event that 
draws millions of people into 
London’s streets? Yes. Of 
course there are and many of 
those issues are understood in¬ 
timately by the carnival com¬ 
munity. 

“But once again we do not 
see that community being lis¬ 
tened to or even consulted ad¬ 
equately. 

“Instead we see the way that 
Carnival is disgustingly mis¬ 
represented in the press, or we 
see negative and abusive com¬ 
ments from people who don’t 
even attend. 

“It is just embarrassing. 
They do not ever offer solu¬ 
tions, only negativity and a 
shocking amount of ignorance, 


often of a blatantly racist and 
prejudiced nature. 

“Moving a street festival 
into a park is not a solution. 
Absurd suggestions around 
ticketing a free and open event 
are not a solution. 

“A solution has been put to 
the council for the past five 
years to increase the pathetic 
provision of 2-300 toilets for 1 
million people. 

“Yet the Conservative-led 
council has refused to imple¬ 
ment something that would 
make a huge difference to res¬ 
idents, businesses and rev¬ 
ellers. 

“This community has solu¬ 
tions in abundance, yet we are 
living in an area that is discon¬ 
nected from the authorities 
who make decisions that cause 
mayhem and criminal activity 
and reduce the local commu¬ 
nity’s ability to make the most 
of a world famous event being 
on their doorstep - something 
that ought to be a privilege and 
an honour. 

“Our local democracy is not 
working, our local economy is 
not functioning as it should 
and Carnival is a great exam¬ 
ple of that. 

“No doubt they will pre¬ 
dictably deny all of this from 
the other side of the hill, 
thereby providing further 
proof of their own ignorance 
and disconnection, how em¬ 
barrassing.” 

Local resident Jacob Rety 
added his voice to the calls for 
better toilet facilities at the 
event. 

Mr Rety said: “My family 
live in the area and I took my 
two children, aged three and 
five, on both days. We enjoyed 
the pedestrianising of the 
streets and the excitement, 
colour and positive energy 
Carnival brings. 

“The only negative experi¬ 
ence we had was seeing people 
urinate on walls. On Blenheim 
Crescent where we enjoyed 
watching floats go by with my 
82-year-old mother there was 
only one toilet provided, which 
had a very long queue of peo¬ 
ple waiting to use it, why can 
the council with lots of re¬ 
serves, not facilitate the event 
properly?” 

Kensington and Chelsea 
councillor Pat Mason, chair of 
the Crime and Disorder Com¬ 
mittee, said security would be 
increased to prevent trouble at 
next year’s event and he pro¬ 
posed that the council helped 
residents pay for the cost of 
boarding up homes and busi¬ 
nesses. 

"I’ve attended Carnival 
since 1976, lived in All Saints 
Road for 26 years and over that 
time there’s been huge im¬ 
provements in policing strat¬ 
egy, community relations and 
lately the organisation of Car¬ 
nival,” said Councillor Mason. 

“Any examination of 40 
years of crime figures will 
show the Carnival today is 
safer with few, if unacceptable, 
numbers of violent incidents. 
So I believe the police and Vic¬ 
toria Borwick MP should be 
more balanced and construc¬ 
tive in their comments. 

“Going forward, we need to 
more strongly deter people 
coming to Carnival armed and 
intent on violence, protect res¬ 
idents from carnival goers uri¬ 
nating on their properties, 
create a fund to pay for resi¬ 
dent and business boarding 
up, and create a resident and 
business working group to 
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we won’t let you ruin the Carnival 


feed local issues to the carnival 
organisers, police and RBKC”. 

On behalf of the Carnival 
trust, trustee director Lewis 
Benn apologised to the police 
officers injured at the event 
and he spoke out strongly 
against Carnival-wreckers. 

“I want to extend our apol¬ 
ogy and obviously our sympa¬ 
thies to those officers who were 
injured in the line of duty,” Mr 
Benn said on the BBC. 

“We do not condone any vio¬ 
lence, be it against one officer 
or anybody being assaulted at 
Carnival. It is something that 
we abhor and we are wholly 
against. 

“We want people to come 
and enjoy the revelry and the 
fun and celebrations, and 99.9 
per cent of people who come do 
that. 

“Any assault to any police of¬ 
ficer is viewed very grimly by 
us and we will work with all 
the agencies to make sure that 
it does not happen. The police 
play an integral part of the suc¬ 
cess of the event, they are at 
the forefront of the event and 
we see officers fully enjoying it 
as well, so we don’t want to let 
that be lost. 

“We need to respect the po¬ 
lice and we at the Notting Hill 
Carnival Trust will not con¬ 
done any violence whatsoever. 

“Carnival has become a 
hugely popular event that is 
enjoyed not just by Londoners 
but by people from all over the 
world. I believe that there are 
areas that can be looked at, 


we’re not taking anything off 
the table, and we shall look at 
how we can improve and en¬ 
force better safety regula¬ 
tions.” 

He added: “We don’t want 
posturing youths to come and 
cause trouble. We will do ev¬ 
erything in our power, work¬ 
ing with the police, to ensure 
that we eradicate this element 
who spoil what is widely seen 
as a fantastic event.” 

Kensington and Chelsea 
Council is now planning a sum¬ 
mit with all the authorities in¬ 
volved to decide on how best to 
keep hooligans away next year. 

“After every Carnival all the 
Council departments involved 
in the event carry out an exten¬ 
sive debrief which includes as¬ 
sessing information received 
from individuals and organisa¬ 
tions,” said a council 
spokesman. 

“There will then be a multi¬ 
agency meeting which will nat¬ 
urally include the police and 
Westminster Council. The Car¬ 
nival operation is examined in 
great detail at this stage and 
lessons learnt will be used in 
the planning of next year’s 
event. 

“It is a shame that a largely- 
successful and enjoyable event 
is marred by a small minority 
of people who are there to 
carry out criminal behaviour. 
The organisers, the police, the 
councils and other agencies in¬ 
volved in Carnival strive to 
combat this, but clearly it is 
still an issue. 


“The police spend weeks be¬ 
fore carnival targeting gangs 
and others that may cause 
trouble, unfortunately at such 
a large event it is very hard to 
prevent all criminal acts. As 
we have said, the organisers 
and agencies do consider any 
comments or reports that may 
help in combat the crime and 
disorder that occurs.” 

Working with Westminster 
Council’s contractors Veolia, 
Kensington and Chelsea’s 
clean-up team removed more 
than 320 tonnes of rubbish 
from the streets after the event. 

“The Council’s contractors, 
SUEZ, had over 200 people 
working into the early hours of 
Monday and Tuesday, in an op¬ 
eration involving more than 30 
refuse trucks and mechanical 
sweepers. The team even used 
a large motorway vehicle to 
wash down the roads. The 
clean-up finished at 3.0 am on 
Tuesday,” said a spokesman for 
Kensington and Chelsea Coun¬ 
cil. 

“The teams were joined by 


the Mayor of the Royal Bor¬ 
ough of Kensington and 
Chelsea, Elizabeth Rutherford 
and Councillors Condon Sim- 
monds, Rossi, Mackover, Alli¬ 
son and Healy.” 

Speaking after the clean-up 
operation, Councillor Tim 
Ahern, Cabinet Member for 
Environment and Leisure, 
said: “The challenge our Coun¬ 
cil officers and SUEZ face 
clearing up from one of Eu¬ 
rope’s biggest street parties is 
always astounding, but they al¬ 
ways rise to it. 

“I would like to thank the or¬ 
ganisers, London Notting Hill 
Carnival Enterprise Trust, and 
all the staff from the Council, 
TfL, London Ambulance, 
Metropolitan Police and all the 
other agencies that are in¬ 
volved in helping ensure the 
event is fun and safe for every¬ 
one.” 

Vincent Masseri, Veolia’s Se¬ 
nior Contract Manager, said: 
"The Notting Hill Carnival is 
such a fantastic event for the 
capital and I would like to

thank everyone who was in¬ 
volved in ensuring the clean-up 
went smoothly. The recyclable 
materials collected by the Veo¬ 
lia Westminster team have 
been sent for processing and 
the remaining waste will be 
converted to green energy - 
generating approximately 
97,200kWh of electricity." 

“The rubbish collected will 
be converted into green elec¬ 
tricity and heat, creating 
enough energy to power 60,000 
hot showers or travel the en¬ 
tire length of the District line 
on the London Underground, 
that’s 64 miles.” 

Commander Dave Musker, 
who was in charge of the polic¬ 
ing operation at this year’s 
event, said: “I am very proud of 
all the officers and staff who 
were deployed to Carnival this 
year. Once again they demon¬ 
strated their unwavering pro¬ 
fessionalism and bravery to 
ensure this spectacular cele¬ 
bration, that headlines the 
London event calendar, was 
not spoilt by a small minority 
wishing to use the Carnival a 
cover for committing crime. 

“There were 15 reported vio¬ 
lent injuries involving a knife 
or blade. Of these, two people 
suffered very serious injuries. 
Both victims are now stable 
conditions and in both cases 
arrests have been made and en¬ 
quiries by officers continue. 

“Whilst a total of 454 people 
were arrested at Carnival over 
Sunday and Monday, the high¬ 
est number of arrests in more 


than a decade, there are con¬ 
tributing factors to this in¬ 
crease. The recent change in 
legislation around Psychoac¬ 
tive Drugs resulted in a high 
number of drug related arrests 
and high volume seizures, in¬ 
cluding Nitrous Oxide. 

“A number of things were 
done differently this year, in¬ 
cluding our response to as¬ 
saults against police officers. 
Our revised method of record¬ 
ing incidents, Operation 
Hampshire, has resulted in 
closer attention being paid to 
officer welfare, and a higher 
level of support being pro¬ 
vided. 

“Under the new system we 
recorded 45 incidents of assault 
against a police officer, for 
varying degrees of minor in¬ 
juries and eight officers’ re¬ 
quired anti-viral treatment at 
hospital as a result of being 
spat at. Of these 45 incidents, 25 
assaults resulted in arrest. 

“An anti-social behaviour 
dispersal zone was also intro¬ 
duced and 47 people were is¬ 
sued with dispersal notices, 
meaning they had to leave the 
area and not return within a 
specified period of time. 

“And we also trialled ‘Facial 
Recognition Technology’. This 
was the first phase of a trial of 
the technology and while no in¬ 
dividuals were identified by 
the equipment, the trial has re¬ 
sulted in positive learning to 
take forward to gain a full un¬ 
derstanding of how it can best 
be used in future."

From a 135 stone giraffe 
to a miniscule ant, they all 
get weighed at London Zoo 


W ITH more than 17,000 animals 
in their care, ZSL London 
Zoo’s keepers spend hours 
throughout the year recording the heights 
and weights of all the animals. 

Each measurement is added to the Zoological 
Information Management System (ZIMS), a 
database shared with zoos all over the world, 
helping zookeepers to compare important infor¬ 
mation on thousands of endangered species. 

The annual weigh-in is an opportunity for 
keepers at ZSL London Zoo to make sure the in¬ 
formation they’ve recorded is up-to-date and ac¬ 
curate, as well as to monitor the animals’ health 
and well-being. 

Keepers at the zoo took on the monumental 
job of measuring and weighing their inmates to 
check their health. Penguins hopped on and off 
scales. Tigers walked warily toward large mea¬ 
suring sticks. 

With 712 different species calling the zoo 
home, the team have an array of scales, mea¬ 
sures as well as tricks to lure the animals for the 
annual task. 

In the squirrel monkey enclosure, keepers used 
an almond treat to persuade the jumping little 
animals to stay on the scales long enough for a 
reading. Keepers hang breakfast from up high 
to encourage the lions and tigers to reach up to 
their full height. 

The penguins, of course, queue up to get 
weighed in exchange for fish. 

ZSL’s zoological manager, Mark Habben says: 
“We have to know the vital statistics of every 
animal at the zoo, however big or small. 

“This information helps us to monitor their 
health and their diets and by sharing the infor¬ 
mation with other zoos and conservationists

worldwide, we can use this knowledge to better 
care for all our animals. 

“Our heaviest animal here is one of our gi¬ 
raffes weighing in at nearly 860 kg (1,896 lb). 


The lightest would have to be something like a 
leaf cutter ant which is just minuscule, it wouldn’t 
even reach the scale in the grams.” 

As well as a key gauge of the animals’ general 
well-being, keepers can also use regular weight 
checks and waist measurements to identify preg¬ 
nant animals, many of which are endangered 
species that are part of the Zoo’s international 
conservation breeding programmes.Words:

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Brexit vote fails to put off US 
visitors keen to see the Queen

FEARS that London would be 
shunned by tourists after the 
Brexit vote have been quashed by 
a new survey, which reveals that 
66 per cent of American visitors 
are saying “we’ll be back” because 
most of them want to return to see 
The Queen. 

Her Majesty has been voted the 
capital’s No. 1 attraction with visi¬ 
tors from the States, for whom see¬ 
ing Buckingham Palace is top of 
their London ‘bucket list’. 

“London remains a top tourist 
destination and open to the world 
following the EU referendum vote, 
according to our new research, 
with two thirds of US visitors 
pledging to return to the capital,” 
said a spokeswoman for London & 
Partners, the Mayor of London’s 
promotional company. 

“Our analysis shows that Lon¬ 
don’s booming tourism trade is set 
to continue post-Brexit, as two 
thirds of Americans who visited in 
the last two years said they will 
definitely return due to a more 
favourable exchange rate.” 

Meanwhile, 90 per cent of visi¬ 
tors to London from the US agree 
that the capital’s cultural experi¬ 
ences are the best of any city in the 
world, with the capital’s iconic mu¬ 
seums, galleries, attractions and 
West-End musicals being key rea¬ 
sons for visiting. 

Some 7.9 million American 
tourists have been drawn to the 
capital since 2012, the year the city 
hosted the Olympic and Para¬ 
lympic Games. Research confirms 
that London is a leading interna¬ 
tional destination with its top mu¬ 
seums and galleries reporting an 11 
per cent increase in visits from the 
US since 2012. 

London received 315 million vis¬ 
its from all over the world in 2015, 
including 12.9 million tourists from 
elsewhere in Great Britain. Re¬ 
search from London & Partners 
shows that 80 per cent of British 
visitors who have travelled to the 
capital in the last two years, agree 
that London is the best city in the 
world for culture. 

The Mayor of London, Sadiq 
Khan, unveiled a new programme 
of cultural exhibitions and events 
at the official launch of London’s 
Autumn Season at the Science Mu¬ 
seum. 

Supported by the Government’s 
GREAT campaign, highlights over 
the coming months will include 
William Kentridge: Thick Time at 
the Whitechapel Gallery, London 
Fashion Weekend at the Saatchi 
Gallery, Twilight Tours at the 


Tower of London, Wonderlab: The 
Statoil Gallery at the Science Mu¬ 
seum, Michael Clarke Company at 
the Barbican and The Radical Eye: 
Modernist Photography from the 
Sir Elton John Collection at the 
New Tate Modern. 

Other Autumn Season high¬ 
lights include Fire! Fire! at the Mu¬ 
seum of London, You Say You Want 
a Revolution? Records and Rebels 
1966-70 at the V&A, Picasso Por¬ 
traits at the National Portrait 
Gallery, Real to Reel: A Century of 
War Movies at the Imperial War 
Museum, Paul Nash at Tate 
Britain, South Africa: The Art of a 
Nation at the British Museum, Be¬ 
yond Caravaggio at the National 
Gallery, Abstract Expressionism at 
the Royal Academy of Art and 
Rodin and Dance: The Essence of 
Movement at the Courtauld Gallery. 

Mayor Khan said: “Our city’s 
world-class museums, galleries and 
exhibitions have firmly positioned 
London as one of the most welcom¬ 
ing and culturally rich cities to 
visit.

Tourists from the UK and abroad 
also say that the Night Tube will 
encourage them to visit more late 
night events and exhibitions laid 
on by London’s world class muse¬ 
ums and galleries, according to the 
research. 

Nearly 50 per cent of visitors to 
the city say they would definitely 
visit a late night exhibition if trans¬ 
port to take them home afterwards 
was available. And one in five 
tourists rate a visit to a late night 
event in the top three things they 
want to experience in the city. 

Many museums and galleries al¬ 
ready run late night events, often 
during the week until about 10pm 
and some exhibitions are so popu¬ 
lar, such as Alexander McQueen: 
Savage Beauty at the V&A, that cul¬ 
tural institutions open their doors 
late to deal with demand. 

Gordon Innes, CEO London & 
Partners, said: “From the Queen to 
Adele, Tower Bridge to The Shard, 
and Picasso to Sir Elton John, Lon¬ 
don offers one of the most diverse 
and stimulating cultural experi¬ 
ences of any city in the world.

Will the Duke retire? 


IS the Duke of Edinburgh 
heading to take the record as 
Britain's oldest worker, or is 
The Queen's 95-year-old rock 
of ages finally preparing to 
put his feet up for a much- 
deserved retirement? 

Despite his venerable age 
and before taking his 
summer holiday, the Duke 
was still at work last month, 
officiating at the Royal Yacht 
Squadron and Isle ofWight 
Yacht Club and conducting 
other engagements on the 
island. 

These were among the 
more than 130 official 
engagements that Prince 
Philip, described by The 
Queen at her Diamond 
Jubilee as "my constant 
strength and guide", has 
undertaken this year. 

The Duke has no other 
engagements listed until the 
end of September, unlike 
other royals including 
Princess Anne, Prince Edward 
and the Countess of Wessex, 
leading some royal watchers 
to speculate that at last he 
may have been persuaded to 
take it easy after a lifetime of 
service to his wife and the 
Crown. 

But others believe that he 
will sailor on despite his 
advanced age, determined to 
keep his pledge of decades 
ago to be The Queen's "liege 
man of life and limb". 

If the Duke does continue 
to support Her Majesty at 
official functions and on his 
own in his capacity as patron 
of more than 800 
organisations, when he is 96 
next June he will be rivalling 
Kent Wool Growers salesman 
Reginald Huntley, who last 
year was claimed to be 


Britain's oldest worker. 

Although Prince Philip will 
still have some way to go to 
match the record of Buster 
Martin, who was still working 
as a van cleaner at Pimlico 
Plumbers at the age of 104 
before he died in 2011. 

In 2013, a YouGov poll 
revealed that most people - 
54 per cent - believed that 
the Duke had more than 
earned retirement and 
should give up royal duties to 
spend more time with his 
family and on his hobby as an 
accomplished painter in oils. 

But clearly the Duke 
ignored public opinion on 
that occasion as he prefers to 
stay active; earlier this year 
he was spotted driving a 
carriage with four horses 
around the streets of 
Windsor. 

The Duke is the longest- 
serving consort of a reigning 
British monarch and the 
oldest-ever male member of 
the Royal Family, which has 
depended for years on his 
wisdom and counsel. 

As Her Majesty said during 
her golden wedding speech 
at London's Guildhall in 1997, 
"He has, quite simply, been 
my strength and stay all 
these years, and I, and his 
whole family, and this and 
many other countries, owe 
him a debt greater than he 
would ever claim or we shall 
ever know." 

Although age does weary 
us all, the word from inside 
the Royal Family is that the 
Duke feels much younger 
than his years. Earlier this 
year his grandson Peter 
Phillips said:"He's 95 but his 
head thinks he's 55."

A NEW exhibition of photographs of 
David Bowie by Terry O’Neill will 
open at the Ransom Art Gallery on 
Pimlico Road on September 21st. Few 
photographers captured the changing 
faces of Bowie like O’Neill. 

The iconic lensman first met Bowie in the 
early 1970s, during his Ziggy Stardust period, 
photographed him in his many personas, from 
Diamond Dogs to the Thin White Duke and be¬ 
yond. 

“In 1973, I got a call from his manager, Tony 
DeFries, who said he had an artist I would find 
interesting, and he asked if I wanted to go down 
to his club in Soho to check him out. I walked 
in, and there was David, all done up as Ziggy 
Stardust. He was singing as a girl danced 
around him, and that girl turned out to be Mar¬ 
ianne Faithfull,” O’Neill told The Hollywood 
Reporter. 

“He was very charming and very polite, right 
from the start. He was also very shy, but always 
aware of his image. I looked at him as more an 
actor than a singer; once he finished perform¬ 
ing, he dropped the image and went back to 
being himself. He was a very intelligent boy.” 

He added: “The next time I got a call from 
Tony, it was to shoot David for the 1974 Dia¬ 
mond Dogs cover. Bowie showed up at the stu¬ 
dio with this enormous dog, and he copied all 
the poses the dog did. 

“The problem was that when a strobe went off 
in the studio the absolutely barking mad Great 
Dane decided to jump up and try and kill it. The 
entire studio staff instinctively recoiled but 
David didn’t even blink.” 

When Bowie took his Diamond Dogs tour to 
the USA, O’Neill got a call from another famous 
friend, Elizabeth Taylor, who wanted to meet 
and work with him. 

“David took the tour to America, and while I 
was in L.A., Liz Taylor said to me, T really like 
David Bowie, and I’d love to meet him.’ She was 
interested in putting him in a film she was 
going to do in Russia, so she said I should tell 
him to come around to director George Cukor’s 
house on Sunday at 2 o’clock,” O’Neill recalled. 

“We were at George’s house, waiting for 
David; 2 o’clock came and went, then 3, 4, 5 o’¬ 
clock, and still no David. And you know, no one 
is ever late for Liz Taylor. Finally, at 6 o’clock, 
he showed up. By then we hardly had any light 
left, so Liz just took control of the whole ses¬ 
sion, grabbed him, and we got the photos. He 
never got the part in that film, but they did be¬ 
come very good friends. She was really 
charmed by him. 

"He was probably late to meeting Liz because 
he had overslept. He would be up all night and 
then sleep during the day. We did a session 
when he wore a mustard-coloured suit, and he 
looks so tired in the photos. Of course, I don’t 
think he was behaving himself all the time 
then, either." 

O’Neill photographed Bowie again when he 
was making the movie The Man Who Fell To 
Earth. 

“I got a call to do some photos of him while he 
was filming, and more than any of his other 
characters, that was him exactly. He always 
struck me as an alien who had come to Earth 
because he was so unlike the rest of us. But by 
now, he had grown up a bit more and was into 
a much cooler look, his Thin White Duke pe¬ 
riod,” said O’Neill. 

“If you wanted to get inside his head and un¬ 
derstand him a bit more, you had to look at his 
lyrics. I didn’t like his music at first, and then 
one day, I started to read his lyrics; he would

leave them around, these handwritten sheets of 
music. His lyrics were always genius and really 
the way to know what he was thinking. 

“His fans loved him so much, right from the 
very beginning. You didn’t realize until you 
went to one of his concerts just how popular he 
was with people. They weren’t necessarily 
screaming fans; they were just mesmerized by 
him. I think that’s because all of his perfor- 


mances 
were so vi¬ 
sual. It was as 
though he was cre¬ 
ating his own film set.” 

All the art was given to [Belgian artist] Guy 
Peellaert, who drew him from the photographs, 
and it became that very famous, very contro¬ 
versial cover.”

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H ENDRIX is coming back to 
The Scotch of St James on 
Saturday 24 September, 50 
years after the legendary 
guitarist made most of Lon¬ 
don want to burn their instruments 
and pack up. 

On September 24th 1966 Jimi Hen¬ 
drix arrived in London for the first 
time. Only a matter of hours later 
he had borrowed a guitar and was 
playing his first impromptu gig at 
The Scotch of St James night club. 

His manager Chas Chandler, fu¬ 
ture girlfriend Kathy Etchingham 
and The Who's Pete Townshend 
were among those in attendance. 

“When Jimi Hendrix boarded a 
flight to London on September 23, 
1966, he had no idea how dramati¬ 
cally his life was about to change,” 
commented respected music his¬ 
torian Jas Obrecht. 

“His luggage - pretty 
much everything he 
owned - showed how 
hard times had been 
for him in New York 
City. He carried with 
him just one Fender 
Stratocaster electric 
guitar and a small 
bag with a change of 
clothes, plastic hair 
curlers, and acne 
medicine. 

“His pocket held $40 ™ 
rowed on his way to the airport. 
The 23-year-old was traveling first 
class, though, courtesy of his new 
manager, Chas Chandler. 

“That July, Chandler, bassist for 
the popular British group the Ani¬ 
mals, had heard Jimi play at Cafe 
Wha in New York’s Greenwich Vil¬ 
lage. Jimi’s set included one of 
Chandler’s favourite songs, Tim 
Rose’s “Hey Joe.” 

“’Jimi was just an explosive kid 
whose potential struck me,”’ Chan¬ 
dler remembered in John McDer¬ 
mott’s Jimi Hendrix Sessions. 

“’As much as his version of ‘Hey 
Joe’ impressed me, what convinced 
me of his talent was another song 
he did that day, ‘Like a Rolling 
Stone’ by Bob Dylan. He did it with 
tremendous conviction, and the 
lyrics came right through to me.” 

“Jimi accepted Chandler’s offer to 
record him in London once the An¬ 
imals’ current U.S. tour was com¬ 
pleted. Chandler, ambitious to 
become a record producer, was de¬ 
termined to have Jimi record “Hey 
Joe” as his first single. 

“Hendrix landed at London’s 
Heathrow Airport at 9:00 the follow¬ 
ing morning. It was Saturday, and 
publicist Tony Garland picked Jimi 
up from the airport and took him 
straight to the home of bandleader 
Zoot Money. 

“Jimi tried to play his Strat 
through a stereo record player, but 
when that failed, he wowed Zoot 
with his performance on a bor¬ 
rowed acoustic. Andy Summers, 
later the guitarist for the Police, 
was living in Zoot’s house and wit¬ 
nessed this performance. Summers

s became the first 
of legions of Great 
Britain’s guitar play¬ 
ers to be awed and dazed by 

Jimi. 

“Jimi’s next stop that day was the 
Scotch of St. James, a club where 
musicians and record company 
execs hung out. Hendrix asked if he 
could jam with the house band, and 
when he began playing blues, the 
crowd was awestruck. 

“Among the attendees was 20-year- 
old Kathy Etchingham, former girl¬ 
friend of Brian Jones and Keith 
Moon. Kathy accepted Hendrix’s in¬ 
vitation to spend the night. During 
the weeks that followed, she intro¬ 
duced him to Swinging London, and 
for the next two years they’d be an 
on-again, off-again couple. 

“Two days later, Chas took Jimi to 
meet Eric Burdon, lead singer of the 
Animals. As Burdon recounted ‘The 
first time I heard him play, I was in 
a rehearsal room putting together 
the New Animals, and this shadowy 
figure stepped into the room wear¬ 
ing a large Western, sombrero kind 
of hat, beads around it, and he 
looked almost sort of purple in the 
darkness of this club. 

“’And he just grabbed hold of Vic 
Briggs’ guitar and in the same in¬ 
stant said, ‘Do you mind if I have a 
jam?’ and cracked up into an up¬ 
tempo blues jam with John Wieder. 
And Barry Jenkins and Danny Mc¬ 
Culloch from my band just leapt in 
and chased him on this incredible 
jam. The sounds just rocketed 
around the room, like ricocheted 
around the room. I was totally 
stunned and from that point on I be¬ 
came unashamedly a Jimi Hendrix 
addict.’ 

“On his fourth day in London, 


Hendrix sat in with a group called 
the VIPs at the Scotch of St. James. 
As Jimi played, Kit Lambert, 
founder of Track Records, tried to 
talk Chandler into having Jimi sign 
with his fledgling label. 

“The next day Jimi phoned Seattle 
to speak to his dad. In the book we 
wrote together, My Son Jimi, A1 


Hendrix recounted the conversa¬ 
tion: ‘Our phone rang and the oper¬ 
ator said ‘London calling.’ At first I 
was wondering who in the heck was 
calling me -1 didn’t know anybody 
over there. It was Jimi, and he was 
all excited as he told me, ‘Dad, it 
looks like I’m on my way to the big 
time.’ 


“’He went on to say he was in Eng¬ 
land, auditioning for a bass player 
and a drummer. ‘I’m gonna call the 
group the Jimi Hendrix Experi¬ 
ence,’ he said, ‘and I’m gonna have 
my name spelled J-i-m-i.’ Jimi also 
talked about he was going to sing. 
‘Yeah, dad,’ he said, ‘all these other 
guys sing, and they ain’t got no 
voice and they’re just hollering and 
going on. You know I ain’t got no 
voice, but heck, I’m gonna do it 
too.’” 

After opening the Hendrix Flat in 
Brook Street, the place Jimi called 
'the first real home of my own', The 
Hendrix & Handel House are now 
bringing Hendrix back to the Scotch 
as part of a whole weekend of cele¬ 
brations to mark this iconic mo¬ 
ment in London's musical history. 

Its special guest Leon Hendrix, 
Jimi's younger brother, will be per¬ 
forming alongside John Campbell, 
lead guitarist with 'Are You Experi¬ 
enced', to bring the Hendrix sound 
back to the same venue Jimi played 
on his first night in London. 

“As many have already attested 
'Are You Experienced' come the 
closest to any band out there to the 
Hendrix sound. Guitarist Magazine 
admitted their ‘unnerving accu¬ 
racy’”, said a spokesman. 

“DJs will be spinning vinyl from 
Jimi's record collection, while Leon 
Hendrix, as well as other famous 
faces from the London music scene 
of the late 60s will be there giving 
their personal stories of Jimi.”

Step away from that plate of chips 


If this doesn’t stop us having that 
extra portion of chips, nothing will. 
BBC Three is to screen a UK first, 
an autopsy of a fat person. 

The groundbreaking documen¬ 
tary Obesity: The Post Mortem to 
investigate the devastating impact 
obesity has on the human body. 

Leading pathologist Dr. Mike Os¬ 
born, a consultant for the Royal 
College of Pathologists, and Assis¬ 
tant Pathology Technician Carla 
Valentine will perform a televised 
autopsy on a female donor who 
weighed nearly 17 stone. It is the 
first time in the UK a post mortem 
has been carried out for this scien¬ 
tific purpose. 

“It’s an area of medicine where 
there is still lots to learn, and the 
specialist team open up the body 
to discover what excess fat does 
to vital organs,” said a BBC 
spokesman. 

“With the NHS warning obesity 
can reduce life expectancy, and al¬ 
most three quarters of British 
adults likely to be overweight or 
obese in less than 20 years, it is 
vital medical science study an epi¬ 
demic that shows no signs of slow¬ 
ing. 

“In today’s world of selfies and 


social media there is plenty of 
focus on how people look, but this 
programme shows what’s happen¬ 
ing to our insides - the fat choking 
our organs that’s killing us.” 

Viewers will see how the body 
was transported 5,000 miles from 
Long Beach California, a city ob¬ 
sessed with body image, to the 
post-mortem table in London. 

The 60 minute documentary will 
also feature a cast of young con¬ 
tributors who reveal how biology, 
psychology and food have con¬ 
tributed to making them fat, and 
what it means to live with the day- 
to-day reality of obesity. 

Accompanying the film is extra 
content delving into the world of 
pathology and going behind the 
scenes on the UK’s first post 
mortem, aiming to uncover the in¬ 
ternal effects of obesity on the 
body. 

Dr. Mike Osborn said: “Obesity is 
very much there, it’s seen, but I 
think it is very poorly understood. It 
seemed that making this film 
would be a way of exploring that 
and allowing a broader public to 
learn about the problems associ¬ 
ated with obesity.” 

Jo Carr, BBC’s Head of Current 


Affairs, comments: “Obesity - The 
Post Mortem is a thought-provok¬ 
ing and at times challenging pro¬ 
gramme which exposes the very 
real physical impact obesity has on 
the human body. One of our mis¬ 
sions at the BBC is to educate 
through our factual programming 
and we’ve addressed this serious 
subject matter with great care. 

This has been an ambitious docu¬ 
mentary to produce and it will be a 
unique, scientific exploration for 
our BBC Three audience.” 

Steve Condie, Executive Pro¬ 
ducer Steve Condie added: “It isn’t 
easy getting people to face up to 
the severity of a health crisis such 
as the obesity epidemic. Some¬ 
times you need a dramatic specta¬ 
cle to grab people’s attention.

“I’m really excited about playing the material 
from the new album and to play to such a nice 
crowd as well. 

“There’s something very special when people 
have come specifically to see you. It’s nerve- 
wracking at the same time, but a little bit more 
relaxing on the other hand because they’re just 
willing you to do well.” 

The award-winning music venue in Islington, 
which still houses a working church, has be¬ 
come a popular spot for musicians, with its op¬ 
ulent surroundings offering a comfortable 
performance space with excellent acoustics. 

I was interested to find out if Shaun would find 
playing to a smaller crowd a little less daunting 
than his recent performance at Wembley. 

Shaun told me: “I find the smaller venues a lot 
more nerve-wracking than the big ones. At the 
big ones you are just looking out at a mass of 
heads and you go and play to a sea of people, 
whereas when you are at the intimate ones you 
can see the whites of their eyes and see every ex¬ 
pression, so if you drop a note you can tell that 
they heard it.” 

Shaun laughed and said. “It’s a different kind 
of vibe and you get different things from it.”

The 41-year-old singer decided to name 
the album Evergreen as a tribute to some 
of the artists who have inspired him 
throughout his career and whose music has 

maintained longevity. 

“This new album is slightly deeper than the first 
one. I’m opening up a lot more to my thoughts and 
my experiences, so it’s a little bit more vulnera¬ 
ble. I think the ethos behind it is truth,” he said. 

“The sound is very old school soul still. I’ve kind 
of mixed it in with a more modern feel, but it’s 
still that kind of ilk, that kind of era. The influ¬ 
ences are still really strong, so some very sixties 
and seventies funk in there as well.” 

There are also some top notch collaborations on 
the record including the title track performed 
with Joss Stone and a bonus track which was 
originally recorded for the BBC Radio 2’s Sounds 
of the 80s album. Esscoffery performed a cover 
version of the Eurythmics’ Here Comes the Rain 
with Andreya Triana, which will be included on 
his latest release. 

The performer is looking forward to getting out 
on the road and sharing his exciting work with 
his legions of devoted fans. 

“I’m looking forward to a really good gig. The 
musicians are off the chain, they’re amazing, so 
I’m looking forward to rocking out a little bit and 
getting really deep and soulful and opening up a 
lot more.”

DOMINIC Copper makes his return to the Lon¬ 
don stage next month when he stars in Stephen 
Jeffreys’ sexually-charged masterpiece The Lib¬ 
ertine at the Theatre Royal, Haymarket.

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A MONG all the big 
names of the music in¬ 
dustry there has been 
one man who has been qui¬ 
etly writing, performing and 
entertaining audiences for 
more than 50 years, writes 
Kate Gould. 

Roy Harper is that rare 
breed of musicians for whom 
it’s more about the music 
than the fame and glamour. 

The 75-year-old has never 
been what you might call 
mainstream and proudly ad¬ 
mits he’s a non conformist, 
preferring to write and per¬ 
form his music his way. A 
self taught guitarist, he does¬ 
n’t like to be pigeon-holed in 
one particular music genre 
but is known for his unique 
mix of blues, jazz and folk. 
In so doing he has enjoyed 


areas I could feel that it would 
or could be successful in. It’s 
all about how I see things. 

“Yes, dramatic musical po¬ 
etry had been covered by Wag¬ 
ner and co, and many others, 
but not in the manner I saw it 
- of the present, of the living 
world, connected to everyday 
culture. Yes, you have lots of 
musical theatre, but where is 
the true voice, the lone voice, 
and particularly the ab¬ 
stracted voice. 

“I was myself throughout. 
The kind modern instrumen¬ 
tation I prefer is far more nat¬ 
ural, which better suits what 
I am and what I do.” 

So how does he feel to be 
still going strong at 75 and 
with seemingly no desire or 
intention of retiring? 

“I’m in one piece and I’m 


chore. It takes precious time 
away from writing new 
things. And it really does take 
it away in huge amounts. 

“Keeping yourself gig fit is 
the same as any other athletic 
pursuit, and what I do is ath¬ 
letic. If you don’t do the work, 
you don’t get there. I nearly 
always enjoy it once I’m on a 
stage though. I guess that if I 
didn’t I’d have been back on 
the dole years ago!” 

And what of the future? 
Happily for his legions of fans, 
it involves more music as he 
insists he’s “never going to re¬ 
tire”. 

“I haven’t anywhere near 
got to the bottom of it all yet,” 
he says. “There are new inspi¬ 
rations to be had every day, 
and each new song or poem 
takes a different direction. 


a successful career navigat¬ 
ing five decades of different 
musical genres, in which he 
has recorded more than 20 
studio albums as well as nu¬ 
merous live and compilation 
albums and won the MOJO 
Hero Award in 2005 and BBC 
Radio 2 Folk Awards Life¬ 
time Achievement Award in 
January 2013. 

And while he may not 
have had all the commercial 
successes enjoyed by his 
contemporaries such as Pink 
Floyd and Led Zeppelin, he 
has nevertheless won plenty 
of praise from them and 
other notables including 
Kate Bush and Jools Hol¬ 
land, not to mention won 
fans and influenced the likes 
of a new generation of musi¬ 
cians such as Fleet Foxes, 
Joanna Newsom and Jim 
O’Rourke. 

To celebrate his 75th birth¬ 
day this year, Roy is embark¬ 
ing on a small tour which 
takes in the Royal Festival 
Hall on Monday, September 
12 . 

It is a venue he’s very fond 
of not least because he re¬ 
members when it was built 
and he tells me he’s de¬ 
lighted to be back there. 

“I remember it being 
iconic of The Festival Of 
Britain when it was built in 
195f ” he says. “I was 10 at the 
time and I collected the Fes¬ 
tival Of Britain stamps. I 
would never have thought 
that I would have played 
there, but that’s where my 
life has taken me. 

“I also like it because the 
sound can be very good for 
the audience and it’s about 
as big as you can get and still 
be intimate with your audi¬ 
ence. I’ve seen a couple of up¬ 
dates over the years, and 
feared the worst, in that it 
might lose some of its inti¬ 
macy, but it never seems to.” 

The gig is designed purely 
to celebrate his birthday and 
will feature a list of his

favourite songs “with a cou¬ 
ple thrown in from the last 
record” in which he will be 
accompanied by a string and 
brass ensemble. 

But given such an exten¬ 
sive back catalogue he ad¬ 
mits it’s sometimes tricky 
choosing which songs to 
have on his play list. 

“There are marker songs, 
songs that changed me or 
how I might think about 
things,” he says. “Then there 
are musical touchstones that 
in some way cannot be sepa¬ 
rated into stand alone words 
or music so successfully. 

“They demand each other 
and are perhaps not any¬ 
thing as special if taken 
apart. There are favourites, 
but there are too many of 
those to play on the same 
night. One reason is time, 
and the other is dynamics. I 
always try to be careful with 
the dynamic of a night. If 
you don’t do that, you can 
leave holes, where songs are 
not heard properly. You can 
bury songs in a set without 
intending to.” 

What there won’t be is any 
new material as he plans to 
save that for when he pre¬ 
sents his next recordings. 

“I’m playing to celebrate 
really, not to present any¬ 
thing other than the achieve¬ 
ment of still being active and 
working, when so many of 
my dear contemporaries are 
not,” he says. “It could be 
very different for me and I’m 
very thankful.” 

Born near Manchester in 
1941 Roy grew up like many 
youngsters listening to and 
being influenced by music. 

He was particularly 
drawn to Lonnie Donegal 
but his own music was also 
influenced by the Romantic 
poets of Shelley, Keats and 
Coleridge. 

“Donegan’s songs were 
mainly from southern coun¬ 


try black blues, and that’s 
where we all started,” he 
says. “It was a culture shock 
the like of which I’ve never 
experienced again. I was 
compelled. 

“From there it went 
through a list of other cul¬ 
tural discoveries that the 
young music minded all 
made in those days. For me 
it was Shelley, Keats, Co¬ 
leridge, Orchestral, Skiffle, 
Blues, Beat poetry and Jazz, 
with other bits and pieces 
coming in as I grew, like 
Guthrie and Seeger, Ken 
Colyer and Davey Graham, 
Richard Farina and Len 
Cohen. 

“Keat’s poetry is young 
and fresh and so full of de¬ 
sire. Tragic but hopeful. He 
was only 26 when he died. 
Coleridge is possibly the best 
of the early romantics, but 
Shelley was one hell of a lad, 
and most of it is there in 
black and white.” 

In the 60s he played in 
Soho at Les Cousins and 
says he became “a folky by 
default, mainly because I 
played an acoustic guitar 
and sang”. 

Nowadays “anything and 
everything, all day and 
every day” inspires him in 
his music and writing and 
he makes no apology for 
being a non conformist. 

“I’m constantly moved by 
the world and the humans,” 
he says. “I take notes... Inspi¬ 
rations are manifold, but not 
that many of them involve 
song. A lot are just profound 
moments and can just as eas¬ 
ily end up in essays, prose or 
just lost. 

“I’ve always been who I 
am. I always wanted to do 
something else, something 
that was different to tin pan 
alley. Tin pan alley is part of 
my culture but I never 
wanted to ape it. 

“I always resisted being ei¬ 


ther moulded or pigeon-holed. 
I consciously didn’t want to 
become a pop star and I’m not 
a folk singer. I was too inter¬ 
ested in doing what I was 
doing, which I always thought 
was moving song forward into 


happy about that,” he says. “I 
feel good to the same extent I 
always did - perhaps a little 
better with a tour coming up, 
but also pensive about it’s out¬ 
come. 

“I obviously still get a kick 
out of touring and performing 
live, but rehearsal is an awful

Who ate all the pies? 


T HE humble Apple pie 
has been named 
Britain's favourite pie 
of all time, new research re¬ 
veals. 

A study of 2,000 people saw 
sweet-toothed Brits vote apple 
pie their favourite ahead of 
traditional classics. 

Lemon meringue and the 
seasonal mince pie were the 
only other two sweet pies to 
finish inside the prestigious 
top 10 of all-time best pies. 

Shepherd's pie, steak and 
ale or chicken and mushroom 
stood the test of time, as did 
traditional pork pie and old- 
fashioned meat and potato. 

But further proof of 
Britain's sweet tooth was 
found with the presence of 
cherry, apple and blackberry 
and banoffee all finishing in¬ 
side the top 20. 

The research, commis¬ 

sioned by online market re¬ 


search company OnePoll, saw 
fish pie surprisingly coming 
in at number 23. 

Kevin Smith, Panel Director 
for OnePoll, said: "The exten¬ 
sive list shows the versatility 
of the pie and what a big fea¬ 
ture it is when it comes to the 
British diet. 

"Whether sweet or savoury, 
pie passion is clearly high 


and a hard-fought contest 
sees apple pie narrowly take 
the top spot." 

In the savoury stakes, the 
classic shepherd's pie comes 
out on top, with four out of 
ten selecting it above all else, 
closely followed by steak and 
ale and then cottage - with 
steak and kidney languish¬ 
ing.

Each month, Brits tuck 
into an average of 2.2 
pies, with six per cent ad¬ 
mitting to scoffing up to 
six and one percent 
going crust-crazy and 
eating over 10. 

While the average per¬ 
son will eat over 1500 
pies in their adult life¬ 
time, results showed. 

It was too difficult for 
most respondents to de¬ 
cide whether they prefer 
sweet or savoury pies, 
with half the nation de¬ 
clining to make the dis¬ 
tinction. 38 per cent 
picked savoury, with just 
12 per cent saying they 
preferred their pies 
sweet. 

That may be another 
round in the battle of the 
sexes, as the overall 
favourite pie differed be¬ 
tween men and women, 
with the ladies plumping 
for apple, and men over¬ 
whelmingly voting in 
favour of steak and ale. 

Pies are one of the ulti¬ 
mate comfort foods, with 
84 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion describing them as 
one of the best comfort 
foods, and the same 
amount saying they're 
ideal for feeding a family. 


Even though it's be¬ 
lieved that pie pastry 
was invented by the an¬ 
cient Greeks thousands 
of years ago, a huge 94 
per cent of Brits think 
that the pie is a tradi¬ 
tional Great British dish. 

Most people prefer buy¬ 
ing their own, with just 
23 per cent saying they'd 
rather eat a ready-made 
pie, and 40 per cent opt¬ 
ing for a mixture of both. 

Apple pie is what peo¬ 
ple most remember from 
their childhood, with 57 
per cent of people saying 
they remember their 
mum dishing one up. 

A third of adults now 
make it with their own 
family, more than any 
other kind. 

Intriguingly, apple pie 
is least popular in the 25- 
34-year-old bracket, with 
28 per cent picking it top, 
as opposed to 47 per cent 
of the over 55s. 

For these millennials, 
steak and ale pie is the 
one to beat them all with 
35 per cent of the vote. 

The average adult eats 
2.2 pies a month, which 
equates to: 26.4 pies a 
year or 1663.2 pies in an 
adult lifetime.

Quail eggs with 
scallops and 
chanterelles 

Serves 4 

I f you can't get hold of 
chanterelles you could replace 
them with any wild or 
cultivated mushroom. Cep or 
oyster mushrooms are also good 
choices. 

Ingredients 

A few good knobs of butter 
4 medium scallops, quartered, or 
12 queen scallops 
100-120g chanterelle mushrooms, 
cleaned 

Salt and freshly ground black 
pepper 

Itbsp chopped chives 
12 quail eggs 

Method 

Heat a little butter in a frying pan, 
season and quickly cook the 
scallops on a high heat for 20 
seconds. Remove from the pan and 
put to one side. 

Lower the heat, add a little more 
butter, and gently cook the 
chanterelles for a couple of 
minutes, seasoning and stirring as 
they are cooking. Stir in the chives. 

Put the skillets on the edge of the 
Aga ring or on a diffuser on a low 
heat. Carefully crack the quail eggs 
into four cups or pots (3 in each).

Rain clouds Middlesex title bid 


‘Joka’ won’t 
be dreaming 


BAD weather could yet have 
a considerable bearing on 
Middlesex hopes of winning 
the Specsavers County Cham¬ 
pionship. 

Their lead at the top of the 
first division was cut to four 
points on Saturday, when had 
to settle for a draw with War¬ 
wickshire. 

Rain meant that only 36 
overs were bowled on the fi¬ 
nal day at Edgbaston, where 
Middlesex had batted first 
and posted totals of 242 and 
267-7 declared. 

Steve Eskinazi did most 
with the bat, scoring 49 and 
53 runs respectively, while 
Sam Robson top-scored with 
74 in the visitors’ second in¬ 
nings.

“Yorkshire have been frus¬ 
trated by weather as well, so 
it’s another game down, three 
to go and there’s an interest¬ 
ing 12 days ahead. 

“It’s unfortunate that 
Adam Voges has had to stay 
back in Australia but they 
govern what he does. It gives 
an opportunity for someone 
and Stevie Eskinazi did a 
great job in this game.” 

Yorkshire reduced the gap 
to Middlesex at the top after 
picking up 10 points in their 
rain-affected draw with 
Hampshire.

Wszolek, who has scored 
twice in eight appearances 
for his country, followed the 
capture of 25-year-old striker 
Idrissa Sylla from Belgian gi¬ 
ants Anderlecht on a three- 
year deal for an undisclosed 
fee. 

Speaking to 

www.qpr.co.uk, QPR boss 
Jimmy Floyd Hasselbaink ex¬ 
pressed his delight at secur¬ 
ing the signature of the 
Guinean international: “This 
is very good business for the 
club. 

“Everyone knows we were 
looking for another number 
nine. This was not easy but 
we are very happy to find this 
boy. He is very good in the 
air and scores quite a lot of 
goals with his head. He is 
technically very good. 

“We also feel there is a lot 
of improvement in him. He 
can get better and stronger. 

“I see him as an out-and- 
out striker. He is going to 
come in and fight against Se¬ 
bastian Polter and Conor 
Washington. 

“I am thankful for the work 
that has been done behind the 
scenes. Les (Ferdinand) has

“Pawel’s arrival is another 
positive step in the right di¬ 
rection for us. He’s a Polish 
international with good pedi¬ 
gree who will bring quality 
to the side. 

“He is versatile, can play 
on either the left or right, and 
works tirelessly for the team. 
He’s a very hard working 
player. I’m really looking for¬ 
ward to working with him 
and adding him to the squad.” 

Ariel Borysiuk, R's first 
summer signing, has told fans 
that Rangers should be ex¬ 
cited by his fellow Pole’s ar¬ 
rival. 

“I think he will be a big, 
big signing for QPR,” he said. 
“I played a few times with 
Pawel in the national team 
for the Under-21s and for the 
senior team.

Luiz back in bizarre twist

DAVID Luiz and Marcos Alonso are 
expected to make their Chelsea debuts 
on Sunday in the Premier League 
clash against Swansea City in South 
Wales. 

While the signing of Spanish left- 
back Alonso had been signposted for 
a while, the return of Brazilian Luiz, 
on transfer deadline day, smacked of 
serious desperation by the Chelsea 
board. 

Luiz was sold by Chelsea to Paris 
St-Germain in 2014 for £50million. He 
has returned for the thick end of £32m. 

Blues’ forlorn search for a centre- 
back, in a price range they considered 
proportionate to ability and experi¬ 
ence, meant they could not land their 
prime targets. 

In the end, they went for what they 
know, so Luiz headed back across the 
English Channel. 

He will provide the first serious test 
to John Terry this season. The skip¬ 
per, who penned a one-year deal days 
after the season ended, has been ever¬ 
present in the league for Blues as they 
look down on all but Manchester City 
after three straight victories. 

Head coach Antonio Conte will as¬ 
sess the fitness of those players out 
on international duty during the past 


week before making his final decision. 

Alonso, 25, arrives from Italian side 
Fiorentina and should claim the left- 
back berth from Cesar Azpilicueta, 
who will now challenge Branislav 
Ivanovic for the right-back slot. 

“I’ve played in different positions 
over the last few years due to a change 
in managers and systems,” said 
Alonso. “But I’ve always played 
mainly as a left-back, even if I can 
also play in left-midfield or central de¬ 
fence. My main aim is to defend well 
and I would say that’s my biggest at¬ 
tribute, but I also like to help the team 
in attack. I’m tall, so I can deal with 
high balls and I think I’m a good 
crosser, but the most important thing 
is to try to put all of that together in 
order to help the team. I’ve improved 
a lot in the last two years. Italy is like 
a masterclass for defenders. I used to 
play for Real Madrid and because you 
rarely had to defend there, I worked 
more on my attacking qualities. But 
in Italy I’ve improved defensively and 
also mentally.” 

As Alonso reveals, he has serious 
footballing pedigree. “My grandfather 
(known as Marquitos) won five Euro¬ 
pean Cups with Real Madrid and my 
father (Marcos Alonso Pena) played 
for Barcelona for a long time,” he said. 
“They both played for the Spanish na¬ 
tional team as well, so as a family 
we’ve always breathed football.” 

• WHILE Luiz and Alonso were the 
headline signings of last week, 
Chelsea have been involved in many 
other ins and outs this summer. 

Those who came in to the senior 


squad were: Michy Batshuayi, 22, 
from Marseille; midfielder N’Golo 
Kante from Leicester City and Por¬ 
tuguese goalkeeper Eduardo from Di¬ 
namo Zagreb. 

So who moved out? Goalkeeper 
Marco Amelia was binned; Papy Djilo- 
bodji went to Sunderland, Falcao re¬ 
turned to home club Monaco; winger 
Marko Marin went to Greek side 
Olympiacos; Mohamed Salah joined 
Roma; and Pato returned to Corinthi¬ 
ans. 

While those were permanent 
moves, Blues farmed out the following 
on loan: Loic Remy (to Crystal 
Palace); Kenedy (Watford); Patrick 
Bamford (Burnley); Tammy Abraham 
(Bristol City); Bertrand Traore (Ajax); 
and Nathan Ake to Bournemouth. 

Other Chelsea loanees: Andreas 
Christensen (who is with Borussia 
Monchengladbach); Croatian Mario

Two more 
complete 
summer 
shake-up 


Focus on Craven Cottage 


FULHAM completed a hectic 
summer of activity with two 
more signings before the 
transfer widow closed last 
Wednesday. 

Forwards Chris Martin and 
Lucas Piazon, who bring the 
total of close season recruits to 

14, should both be available to 
make their debuts in the 
Championship clash with 
Birmingham City at Craven 
Cottage on Saturday. 

Scotland international Martin, 
27, arrives on a season-long loan 
from Derby County, while 
Brazilian Lucas Piazon, 22, is on 
loan from neighbours Chelsea 
until next January. 

Martin has been Derby's top 
scorer for the past three seasons, 
netting 61 goals in 148 
appearances during that period, 
having joined them on a free 
transfer from Norwich City. 

On Sunday evening he played 
as a lone striker for Scotland in 
Malta, where he scored and won 
a penalty in their 5-1 opening 
World Cup qualifying victory in 
Attard. 

Ironically, Suffolk-born Martin 
made his Scottish international 
debut at Fulham in a 2-2 draw 
against Nigeria in 2014, just four 
days after Derby's Championship 
play-off final defeat by QPR. 

Martin scored 25 goals for the 
Rams that season and, despite 
his lack of pace, he should prove 
a potent option for Whites' head 
coach Slavisa Jokanovic. 

With no prospect of first team 
opportunities at Stamford 
Bridge any time soon, Piazon 
welcomes the chance to show 
what he can do a little further up 
the road in SW6. 

He said: "The move happened 
quite quickly but when the 
possibility arose I said of course 
I'd be happy to join. I think this is 
a great club and I feel very, very 
happy to be here now." 

With five goals in 27 
appearances on loan at Reading 
last season, including one in the 
Royals' 4-2 defeat at Fulham, 
Piazon is familiar with the 
challenge of second tier football. 

"It's very tough, very 
competitive, but I felt good at 
Reading," he continued. "I think I 
adapted quite well at the 
beginning of the season until 
the end, so I feel good and I feel 
comfortable playing in England." 

Piazon joined Chelsea in the 
summer of 2011 and in his first 
season won the FA Youth Cup 
and was named the club's young 
player of the year. 

His first senior appearances in 
2012-13 coincided with high- 
scoring games - 6-0,5-4 and 8-0 
victories over Wolverhampton 
Wanderers, Manchester United 
and Aston Villa, respectively. 

Piazon then spent the second 
half of the season on loan in La 
Liga with Malaga, where he 
experienced Champions League 
football for the first time. 

The following campaign was 
spent on loan in Holland with 
Vitesse Arnhem, for whom he 
scored 11 times as they finished 
sixth in the Eredivisie, before 
helping Eintracht Frankfurt to 
ninth in the Bundesliga in 2014- 

15 . 

Piazon is a Brazil youth 
international and has been 
capped up to Under-23 level. 

Two outgoings from Craven 
Cottage see Jack Grimmer join 
League One Shrewsbury Town 
on loan for the season, while 
Lamell Cole has linked up with 
Scottish Premiership side 
Inverness Caledonian Thistle on 
loan until January.
